SOMETHING 
CONCRETE. 


It is common knowledge by 
now that the seafaring community 
in these waters have their own 
opinion of haw the piracy evil 
should be tackled, and that their 
point of view is in sharp contrast 
to the system of “ prevention ” at 
present in mperation. The im- 
portant resolutions passed at 
Shanghai two days ago by the 
conference of British Chambers 
of Commerce are remarkable for 
their close agreement with the 
maritime fraternity's of 
things, and coming as they. did 
from the Hongkong Chamber we 
presume that they were 
drawn up in conjunction with the 
spokesmen of those who go down 
to the sea in ships—and meet 
the pirates. seem to 
move in cycles here. First we 
had -the cycle of piracies and 
present regulations proving in- 
effective: next there was the 
cycle of discussion and tentative 
suggestions ; 
are at last abuut to experience 
the cycle of decisiun and action.

The main proposal is the one 
for vesting the whole matter of 
piracy prevention in the bands of 
the naval authorities. It is the 
must obvieus procedure, fo our 
minds. There is precedent, in 
Chinese waters, for this activity 
against pirates by the British 
Navy, even ta the punitive 
‘If one goes 
further back to the early history 
of the East there is: abundant 
mateial for a treatise on naval 
work agaiost pirates. Even in 
the last century-our megn-o'-war 
cleaned ‘out many a haunt infest- 
ed by Chinese and Malay sea- 
robbers, and the names of Keppel 
and Brooke will always be 
agsociated therewith. The East 
has become more civilised since, 
but even. in the reign’ of 
King George the Fifth we 
happen to be faced with a 
menace that troubled . the 
Victorian pioneers; so once 
again let the Navy tackle the 
job. There are references in the 
Chamber of Commerce proposals, 
however, which draw attention to 
tefurms that the naval service 
appears to require. We under- 
stand, for instance, that certain 
patrol vessels havo no wiroless, 
and that on some of ‘the smaller. 
British -warships there ‘are 


"periods when’ no radio operator 


in ‘any’ case requite, should be 
provided “for without cavil, It 
will be a farm of insaranee due 
to the taxpayer. 


The question af punitiva ox- 
peditions against pirate nests is 
considered in some quarters with 
much shaking of heads—it will 
be an “infringement of China's 
and sa 
forth. AH thas this matter re- 
quires to set it on the basis of 
strict propriety is the consent, 
and betrer still the ca-oparation, 
‘of the Chinese authorities them- 
selves. This cannot reascnably 
bea withheld at any time. for 
Chinese nationals are in the long 
run the biggest sufferers through 
Piratical activities inthese watery. 
Well, the whole subject has now 
become one for sariqus cunsider- 
ation by His Majesty's Govern- 
ment, There iy even the sug- 
gestion by responsible men, who 
have closely examind the ques- 
tion, that it isa mattor of inter- 
national.concern, to which the 
Powers can-no longer remain 
apparently indifferent. Perhaps 
we shall shortly see these pro- 
posals coming into »peration, 
and then certain clouds which 
are known to be gathering on the 
local horizon should be dispersed.

In the Limelight. 


Somehow or other, Hongkong 
is constantly getting in the lime- 
fight; and the worst feature of it is 
that the publicity we get rs not 
altogether of the kind we would 
most desire. To the folk at 
Home, this little Colony must ap 
pear one of the blackest spots in 
the Empire, instead of, as it 
teally is, one of the cleanes: and 
best-nrdered of our many posses- 
sions. When tha Home papers 
are not reporting piracies from 
this part of the world, they are 
able to get good “eopy” when 
Parliament is in session regard- 
ing our “girl slaves” or the social 
evil which is said ta be so pre- 
valent here. Lady Astor is the 
latest .M. P. we have to thank 
for drawing Parliament’s -atten- 
tion to our alleged sins. She repre- 
sents Plymouth, and this fact 
probably “accounts for her keen 
anxiety thar the men of the Navy 
stationed here should be protected 
frum the evils which one 
sociates with houses of ill-fame. 
We have nv idea whether or not 
her implied asperions on the blue- 
jackets of the China Station are 
in any sense justified, but we can 
certainly believe that Jack Tar in 
the East ix nu worse in this parti- 
cular respect thao ung where else. 
When these men get Home, and 
if ever they ¢cet an opportunity 
to voteutan election, we rather 
think they would do their bit 
towards preventing the return to 
Parliament of this interfering if 
well-meaning titled lady. They 
most certainly do not want any 
woman member of Parliament to 
look after their moral well-being. 


The Larger Issue. 


We are, however, more con- 
cerned with Lady — Astor's 
suggestion for:the abolition of 
Hongh ang’s system of " regulated 
prostitution” than with her 
particulur interest in the- do- 
ings of our naval mien. It was 
only ao few weeks ayy that we 
had’ some comments om. this 
somewhat distasteful - subject. 
The stand we then took—and we 
still adhere to it—is that 
regulation of this traffic is 
eminently to be preferred to 
attempted suppression. Tt ha, 
been found in Shanghai that the 
gradual clusing down of regulated 
houses” there has led to. an 
alarming i incTease in solicitation 
in the streets, with. the 
result that respectable women 
ate often accosted and ‘insulted. 
Attempted abolition only succeeds 
in diverting the evil into other 
channels, where itis much more 
difficult to cope with. That is 
conceded by all unbiassed people 
who have’ made a study of the 
subject. We tre therefore hoping 
that the new Labour-Government 


will not be tempted into aby 


drastic new policies on this 
matter. Above all, we trust that 
the fact will’ soriehow be made 
clear to the Imperial authorities 
that. Hongkong is far from beiog 
a Bink of iniquity—that it is, in 
fact, as moral a place as-many 4& 
town at Home and infinitely more 
vap than some centres in the ‘East.

To a public ignorant of the 
work of Clerk Maxwell and 
Hertz. this application cama as 
a great -surprise, and seemed 
very, novel_and mysterious. To 
physicists it did mot seem so7.it 
was a nstoral.-application of 
what was known. But when, 
later, My. Marconi found ex- 
perimentally .that the waves 
would actually curve round the 
earth and reach the.American 
Continent, physicists wera sur- 
prised. It was am important dis- 
covery: and the mathematician 
Nr. Oliver Heaviside showed how 
an ionised layer. of air in ‘the 
upper regions must be operative, 
and could explain it. : 

Then came a method of detec- 
tion far superior to any that-had 
previously been used. namely, 
the vaccum valves of Professor 
Fleming, improved, as they soon 
were, into their present form by 
Dr. Len de Forest of America. 
In these valves the actual elec- 
trical particles, the electrons, 
were employed as the detecting 
Agency, and proved themselves 
far more perfectthan aby materi- 
a! mechanism cenld be. They 
responded instantaneously to 
every fluctuation: so that it be- 
came possible to transmit, not 
Morse signais Only, but: microp- 
honic or telephonic speech. 

For some time it seemed as if 
speech could only be transmitted 
over moderate distances. But 


thusiasm and inventive genius of 
a great number of workers in oll 
parts ofthe world, but especially 
in England and America, it has 
been found possible to hear the 


* | human. voice across the Atlantic. 


Not that the voice travels any 


i|further than it did before, any 


more than it travels.alonga tele- 
phone wire: the voice generates 
electric waves, with all its pecu- 
liarities accurately represented in 
those waves; and when those 
waves are collected by a“distant 
aerial, the electrons.in the re- 
ceiving valve ‘respond with 
precision to all the fluctuations, 
and enable a telephone to repro- 
duce the speech and the tones of | 
voice of the distant speaker. The 
acbievement of speech across 
the Atlantic in thisindirect way 
is certainly a marvellous achieve- 
ment, one that excites the 
admiration, and to some extent 
the astonshment, even of 
physicists. Nor is rhis likely to 
be the limit, The waves that 
have begun to curl round the 
earth can go on. even to the 
Antipodes ; and in a short time it 
is likely that the human voice in 
this way can reach Australis 
and New Zealand.

LONG VERSES SHORT WAVES. 

Ir used to be thought by the 
early, experimenters that to get 
waves to travel effectively over 
enormous distances, the apparatus 
used miust’ be large and powerful 


‘land’ the waves very long. . Long 


waves tan certainly get through 
obstacles which would stop short 
ones. Why? Because in going 
througha slightly opaque medium, 


4 certain percentage of energy 


is wiped out at every swing. 
The crest of each wave will be 
slightly weaker than its pre- 
decessor. So jf in a given dis- 
tance, say 100 niles, there were 
twenty crests—which would 
mean that the waves were five 
miles long—there would be a 
chance of a sufficient portion 
geting through, even though 
each waye was 1 per cent. weaker 
than the one before it. But if 
the waves were only a quarter 
mile long, there would be four 


‘lhundred such crests in the 100- 


mile distance, and the proportion 
of energy which got ‘through 
would he very slight..

And what 
is true of the emitter is also true 
of the receiver. Hence recent ex- 
perimehts have re-directed atten- 
tion to the advantages of short- 
wave trapsmission ; and short 
waves are much more amenable 
to discipline. They can be, pro- 
tected by parabolic. mirrors of 
reasonable size; that is, they can 
be directed, as light waves are 
directed from a light-house, £0 AS 
to economise them and concent- 
rate them on any required direc- 


tion. There can be little doubt} 
that this power of focussing and}: 


directing waves: will be applied 
more and more: so that, except} 
for broadcasting purposes, it will 
not be necessary to send out 
waves in every ‘direction at 
random. . 
CONTROL OF FLOATING BODIES. 
Another improvement which ist 
to be expected is the attainmcat of 
greater power of control over dis- 
tant things Hke aeroplanes and 
steamers, or other self-propelled 
floating bodies. The rudders of 
such machines can be actuated 
by people on the spot, but they 
may also be actuated wirelessly 


by people at a distance: So that, 
ati operator at a sending station, ] 4 


manipulating bis keys, may 
guide a distant floating body to 
any desired dextination, solongas 
be can see what it is doing, and 
adapt his control accordingly. 
An ‘aeroplane’ is mat 50 
easy to control as a floating 
body, because it has another 
degree of freedom. It can move 
up and down, as well as right 
and left. To control it perfectly 
is therefore not so easy, But 
none of these things is easy. 
Difficulties are things to over- 
come: and the ingenuity of those 
who are working af the subject 
is more than competent to deal 
with a difficulty such as this. It 
is interesting to find, moreover, 
that old-fashioned _ coherer, 
employed as “a detecter,; peems 
specially useful in these distant- 
control experiments, as_ de- 
monstrated recently “by Major 
Phillips. a 


What other developments are} 


to be expected? Unfortunately 
a certain amount of energy in 
the present state of civilisation 
is directed to the opportunities 
for doing damage: that iv,,direct- 
ing things for deleterious purpo- 
ses, And if people wish to de 
thuse things, no doubt they will 
ba able. It has-been surmised 
that aeroplanes can be stopped 
in mid-air. Well. as Hertz found 
Jong ago, ether waves are 
poworful enough to generate little 
sparks in metal,,conductors; and 
as the explosions of oil vapour 
jn a motor are regulated by little 
sparks, it seoms quite likely that 
such sparks can be generated at 
wrong times by the action 
of waves generated at o dist- 
ance; and, if eo, the engine 
may be brought to standstill by 
the generation of unexplainable 
engine trouble. Such” disturb- 
ances can be guarded against, 
when foreseen, by the proper uge 
of. metallic screens, because 
‘metals are opaque to the waves, 
and will ward off or reflect them 
harmlessly.
